Miners, instead 
f getting $f :io for mining a ton of coal, 
ire getting 85 and 40 cents. We do not 
jay them what we used lo and they are 
die half the time. People tell yon that 
he price of wheat and the price oi coal 
ire regulated by tlie laws of supply and 
.emand 
It is not a fact that there is an 


iverprodnction to-day ; it is the lack of 
lonsnmption ; people are compelled, to 
conomiw ; they are not consuming, and 
t is those conditions that are making 
ow prices. 
McKinlfiy says that wages 


)f labor are the iirst to come down and 
he last to rise. That ia a mistake. I 
Jo not think McKinley ever employed 
very many people. The wages of labor 
ire the last tocome down, for the reason 
hat products must fall Brat. The prices 
jf lumber, coal, iron, whatever it may 
be, the results of labor, fall (iist 


They say the laboring man cannot be 


jenefitted bv the free coinage of silver; 
hat it will not raise his wages. 
We aav 


t will not only raise Ins wages, but if 
,he present condition of things continues 
Jiey 
will come down 
further 
still

>Tot only will he- be idle 40 to ~M 


>er cent, of the time, but he will not get 
he wages that he does now. Anyone 
who employs a man to do a day's work 
knows that at the present standard of 
vages it is difficult lo sell the product of 
that labor to get enough to pay that 
abor. The present condition of things 
)ill not continue; they must get worse 
nder the very nature of things. We 


have had 3 of 4 years of very serious 
time to all our people. They say the 
iresent conditions are good enough, i e. 
.E they do not work themselves. They 
want to continue the gold standard un- 
disturbed. For my part I am not satis- 
fied. We say if yon will allow us to pass 
A law for the free coinage of silver— 
which means to give silver equal rights 
with gold—we will give equal rights to 
the debtor as well as the creditor, and 
will give a better condition of things 
throughout the country. 
Tbey say the 


silver dollar is a dishonest dollar. We 
say it is an honest one. What is an 
honest dollar? A dollar that buys too 
much is just as dishonest as one that 
juys too little. An honest dollar is one 
that you are as willing to accept as to 
jay out. The trouble with the dollar we 
rave 
now, 
with the gold standard, is 


that the people won't pay it out; they 
are holding it and hoarding it; they aie 
economizing because it is precious. They 
lave made it so because they have put 
an unusual demand upon it. They have 
made it responsible for all our transac- 
tions. The newspapers have been jump- 
_ng on me lately because I told my peo- 
ple whenever they paw me "pay in goUP' 
They demonitized silver and I want gold. 
Whtn they remonUize silver and put it 
n its place alongside of gold I will take 
either one. 1 will leave it to you to 
udge whether I am consistent or not. 
When they depreciate one form of cur- 
rency and appreciate another I want the 
latter. 
These people say that a panic will 


ensue if we pass a free coinage law. 
In 


1890 the representatives ot the financiers 
of this country came down lo Washing- 
ton and had Congress pass a law known 
AS the Sherman Compromise law, making 
ihe G-overnment a purchaser of 4J- mil- 
.ion ounces of silver bullion a month, 
they concluded thay would make the 
aovernoient a purchaser o!' all the silver 
bullion produced. 
This is wrong in 


principle; a Government ought not to be 
made the purchaser of any commodity, 
but they concluded 1C the Government 
became a purchaser ,they would get 
together and corner it and the Govern- 
ment would be compelled to buy at a 
premium. 
When that Act finally did 


become a law it raised the price of silver 
bullion and the speculators m Wall Be., 
rushed the price up for a short time, but 
it did not last long before a reaction 
took place, showing that these men did 
not know what they were talking about. 
I looked up the matter to see why it was. 
[f these men did not know, who did ? 1 
believe you know the reason why they 
are generally wrong. 
They enter an in- 


stitution as messenger, then cashier arifi 
rlually president; they are experts in that 
line; -they can estimate your credit and 
my credit to a certainty, but,during this, 
time they have been penued in the four 
walls of tbat institution; they become 
hardened and selBsh and are the last 
men to depend on wherever they may 
be. 
These are the men that are dis- 


qualified to legislate for you and me on 
this question of finance. They predict a 
panic will ensue. They never knew one 
was coming; if they knew in advance 
they could prepare against it. 


Prices are as low as they can possibly 


go. Yon take my clothes as an illustia 
tion. An ounce of gold buys twice as 
much clothingas-in 1873 
Tbey have de 


predated the value of silver and since 
the demonitization of silver in 1873 we 
have had three panics. This one tha 
begin in 1893 looks as though it wil 
continue, unless you people take hold o 
this question and settle it pioperly at tbe 


polls. You 
may havo mortgages on 


your house or farm. Sheriif sales in 
Adams county are increasing to an un- 
usual degree because money is so valu- 
able. You cannot sell your property, 
money is so tight; the banks are all 
holding it. NTry to sell your property. 
You cannot (iud a customer: people are 
not willing to invest their money, and 
the reason is ; gold lias been appreciated 
and silver depreciated 
Give silver equal 


righl-s with gold and you will take awav 
the pressure and the demand foi gold, 
and you will give another metal, silver, 
an opportunity to do the work. 
But 


they say there is only 53 cents in it; it 
will make a cheap dol'ar. If you pass a 
law to rain it free and unlimited it will 
mean $1 20 an ounce and every dollar 
will be worth 100 cents. I want to tell 
you if you wnit until the morning after 
the law is passed you will not have the 
opportunity to get bullion to have it 
coined. 90 per cent ol the people are in 
debt. 
The government has power t't fix 


he rate at which this iuou«y shall be 
taken in payment of debts. They have 
not only the power but the right to do 
t, 


MeKinley's position in the past was 


^ery strong for the free coinage of silver. 
! do not know whether he was wrong 
then or is wrong now. You will re- 
member in 187S he voted for the Bland 
Act for t he i ree coinage of silver at 18 to 
I . 
It passed the. lower House 1 W to 0^ 


McKinley voted for the Bland-Allison 
Act; the President vetoed it and Me- 
ivi.iiev voted to pass it over his veto. 
The Democrats nf the 51st Congress

Household Hints. 


Mahogany furniture should be wash- 


ed with warm water and soap; an ap- 
plication of beeswax and sweet oil upon 
a soft oloth, and polished with chamois, 
gives * rich finish. 


Blackheads may be removed by wash- 


ing the face at night with hot water; 
then drying briskly with a crash towel 
aud applying a mixture of one ounce of. 
liquor of potassa and two ounces of 
cologne. 


Hold a hot shovel over furniture to 


remove white sviots. 


To restore gilding to picture frames, 


remove dust with a soft brush, and wash 
the gilding in warm water in which an 
onion has been boiled ; drj quickly with 
soft rugs. 


Mildew is easily lemoved by rubbing 


common yellow soap on the article, and 
then a little salt and starch on that. 
Hub all well on the article and put in 
fie suushine. 


To whiten the hands melt half"an 


ounce of camphor gmu, half a ounce of 
glycerine aud one pouud of mutton tpl- 
low, aud apply every night. 


To extract ink from wood, scour with 


sand, wet with water and ammonia. 
Then rinse with strong salaratus wa er. 


To remove unsightly marks caused 


by drippings from tlie faucets in marble 
basins, or in the water closet bowl,

chalk 


moistened with a few drops of ammonia. 
Apply with an okl toothbrush and they 
quickly disappear. 


Here is a good way to wash red Iliin- 


nel: Stir two tablespooul'iils of Hour 
into one quart of cold wa er. Let it 
boil ten minutes, add warm suds and 
wash the llaunel in this, using the hands 
'nstead of wash-board. Kinse in three 
waters, sill warm, and the same tem- 
perature. Even the bright scarlet flan- 
nel will never lose its color when thus 
treated. 


To prevent colored stockings from 


fading, put a lablespoonful of black pep- 
per into the water in which they ar« 
rinsed. 


Headache, toothache,

most any joint ache, will be relieved by 
healing the feet thoroughly with the 
shoes on. 


To clean gold jewelry, make a lather 


of plain yellow soap and tepid water, 
and wash the ornaments in it; dry them 
thoroughly, aud aflerward brush them 
with a little dry whitening, finally pol- 
ishing them with a very soft leather.
